William Ellis Corey, president of the United 
States Steel corporation, and Miss Mabelle 
Gilman were wedded at 1:24 o'clock thie 
morning at the Hotel Gotham. Mr. Corey’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Corey Sr., and 
twenty-eight relatives of the bridé and 
groom were witnessés to the ceremony. 

The wedding was preceded by a dinner 
served in a dining room off the main recep- 
tion room—a suite in which the bride and in- 
vited guests sat down under long streamers 
of smilax and bride roses intertwined. 

Then, without music and with no ceremo- 
nial, bridemaids’ procession, or best man's 
offices, Corey and Miss Gilman repaired to 
the chancel room at the end of a long hall, 
bowered with dogwood blossoms and snow- 
balis. There, under a heavy curtain of 
orchid blossoms and ferns, they were mar- 
ried. The Rev. J. L. Clark of the Bushwick 
Avenue Congregational church, Brooklyn, 
read the service. 

The wedding dinner was not set until 11 
o'clock. Before that hour Miss Gilman kept 
to her apartments in the hotel, busy’ under 
the ministrations of her mother and several

Corey Stays in Seclusion. 

Mr. Corey sat behind locked doors further 
up the tiers of floors, so as not to be accessible 
even to the best of his friends.

These were opened by attendants, 
and the array of gifts was spread on tables in 
the reception room.

Dinner was taken without hurrying. What 
toasts there may have been drunk to the 
bride, what healths to the groom, even the 
waiters could’ not know, for with the bon- 
bons, marrons, and glacés once disposed of 
among the roses, the black coated servants 
discreetly withdrew.

It may have been the spirit of Sacajawea, 
the “ bird woman,” who guided Lewis and 
Clark acrose the mountains to the ocean; it. 
may have been the spell of a death mask; it 
may have been the artistic temperament. 
Whatever it was, it brought Nathaniel M. 
Hubbard from his home iti Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
and made him hatint “bohemia” in Chi-

Family and Law Firm Broken Up.

SO HE WANTS $20. 


Raleigh, N. C., Man Who Tips 
Seales at 300 Thinks He 
Was the Secretary of 

War's Victim. 


GETS LAUGH, THAT'S ALL. 


Calls on the Cabinet Officer to 
Tell of a Swindling Doe- 
tor Who Came to 
‘See Him, 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special.]— 
The Hon. William Russ former mayor of 
Raleigh, N. C., and one of the biggest men 
in the country, called on Secretary Taft to- 
day to demand an explanation. Likewise he 
wanted §20. He got the explanation, but 
not the twenty. 

To begin at the beginning. Judge Russ, 
as they call him all the way from Battery 
Park hotel to Cape Hatteras, weighs in the 
neighborhood of 800 pounds. He had read 
in the newspapers that Secretary Taft was 
taking a course of treatment which was grad- 
ually reducing his superfluous avoirdupois. 
He had tried a few anti-fat remedies himself 
to no purpose. He was so interested that he 
requested Washington correspondents of 
North Carolina papers to send frequent tele- 
graphic reports to their journals of Mn Taft's 
condition. 

These reports were all favorable. They 
did not end until it was recorded that Mr. 
Taft had lost fifty pounds and tipped the 
beam at 280. 

Meets Anti-Fat Doctor. 

Then one day a stranger dropped into 

Raleigh and set the star of hope glimmering

was a doctor and his specialty was an anti- 
fat treatment that had been used successfully 
on several of the crowned heads of Europe.

Mr. Taft’s usually smiling countenance 
became serious. I don’t understand you, 
sir, he said. 

„Well,“ said the judge, just a trifle flus- 
tered, but determined, as a matter of prin- 
ciple, to see the thing through, that doctor 
who reduced your weight and who came to 
me with a recommend from you, didn't help 
me a bit. Tm a little sore about it and I 
think you owe me an explanation and §20, 
but I won’t insist on the money.” 


Taft Just Laughs. 

Secretary Taft was amazed. Gradually by 
skillful questioning he brought out the story. 
And when he had aeard it he laughed one of 
those laughs that can be heard all over the 
war department building. Whén his mirth 
had subsided he explained gently that Russ’ 
doctor had never treated him and that his 
weight hadn’t been brought down to 237 
pounds, but only to 280, as the newspapers 
had stated. 

“ He fooled me completely, sir, said Russ. 
He guaranteed to reduce me as he had re- 
duced you. I declare to you, sir, tnaat in 
seventeen days I gained forty pounds, IF I 
hadn't quit at the end of forty days I wouldn't

Families Before Drinking. 


BIG, SECRET MEMBERSHIP. 


No Objections to Drunkards Whose 
Children Are Supported. 


One thousand philosophical and able bodied 
young men have decided that it is perhaps 
all right to open a cold bottle” now and 
then or even sip a cooling highball, but that 
it is all wrong to drink away the contents of 
a pay envelope in one long Saturday night 
debauch. 

Having reached thie decision involving the 
ethics of drinking and having marked out 
the line of demarkation detween esthetic and 
cultural refreshment and coarse “ boozing,” 
the 1,000 young men organized themselves 
into a sort of a good fellows’ purity brigade, 
which is to be known 4s the Chicago Home 
Protective league 

The chief duty of each member of the league 
is to constitute himself a pursuing ogre of 
every man in his precinct who hae formed 
the habit of drinking up the sustenance of 
his family in a neighboring barroom. The 
purpose of the league is to make barroom 
lights a horrible nightmare to the tollers 
who cannot afford to drink except at the sac- 
rifice of the three daily meals of their wives 
and children. 


Membership List Gecret. 

The league came into life yesterday. Its 
membership Usts and ite officers are to be 
kept as great a secret as the roll of the Black 
Hand. The only person interested in the 
league who ig to be known to the public is 
John J. McManaman, city attorney attached 
to the Juvenile court, ex-candidate for alder- 
man in the Bighteenth ward and head of the 
Junior Business College for Delinquent Boys. 
He said the organization means business and 
that it will have the support of the Liquor 
Dealers’ Protective association. 

The qualifications for membership in the 
league were outlined by Mr. McManaman as 
follows: 2 

League members must weich in at 180 
pounds. 

They must have a complete knowledge of 
the ethics of drinking. 

They must possess a highly developed 
sense of discrimination in order that they 
may be able to discriminate between polite 
drinkers who ‘can afford to drink and men 
who squander the family income in uncouth 
drinking bouts. 

They must be big enough to impress a bar- 
tender with the fact that they mean busi- 
ness and strong enough to take a drunkard 
and walk him out of a saloon turkey fash- 
on.“ 

They must not be reformers in appearance 
or by nature. They must be more like

Might Die Suddenly, Takes His Lit- 
tle Child to Park and Shoots Her 
Then Clasping Her Body in His 
Arms He Cuts His Own Throat 
Now in Hospital. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 13.—[Special.]—Af- 
ter a written declaration that he was afraid 
he would soon die from heart trouble, from 
which he was suffering, and that he did not 
want to leave the world without his favorite 
child, Hazel, aged 5 years old, Francis M. 
Schults, $6 years old, living at 5125 Reno 
street, took the little girl this evening to a 
secluded spot in Fairmount park and there 
murdered her by putting a bullet through her 
head. Then he gashed his throat with a 
razor. 

He was discovered a few minutes later by a 
park policemen, with the dead child clasped 
in his arms. He was taken to a hospital, 
where the doctors say there is little chance 
of his recovering. 


Promise to His Wife. 

For two years Schults has been a sufferer 
from heart disease. All day today he ap- 
peared melancholy. 

His wife noticed his condition when 
after dinner today he told her he was going 
te take Hazel for a walk in the park. 

„Fou will be careful of Hazel?“ she asked. 

“No harm will come to her,“ replied 
Schults. Wherever I go, she shall go: We 
will be happy together.“ 

At 7 o'clock their bodies were found. After 
killing the child and slashing his own throat 
Schults had sat down, with the child’s body 
in his arms, her head resting upon his right 
shoulder, while he awaited death. 


Letter Explains All. 

At his feet was lying a letter which 
showed that he had carefully planned 
the tragedy. It read: 

„My Beloved Wife and My Friends: For- 
give me. I could not die and leave Hazel. I 
wanted to take her with me to heaven. She 
will comfort me there. You, my wife, will 
still have our youngest one to comfort you, 
God forgive and bring us all together again 
in heaven.. I cannot stand the suspense any 
longer. My heart is worse and I am afraid 
I might die and go from this world alone 

and without my darling Hazel. FRANK.”

Admits That Time May Come 


When Democracy Will Not 
Satisfy People. 


Kew Haven, Conn., May 13.— [Special. 1 
Elihu Root, secretary of state, in an address 
before Yale students tonight, emphasized 
the growing menace of sccialism to the 
netion, 

To counteract this peril he urged eonstax.: 


vigilance in fostering patriotism and loyalty. - 


Secretary Root warned his hearers that it 
was a mistake to assume that the republic 
will endure for the future. He said plainly 
that the people themselves may decide to 

change their form of government. ) 

We are accustomed to flatter oursetves.”’ 
said Secretary Root, that the great Ameri- 
can experiment has been successful. It has, 
indeed, carried the demonstration of the pop- 
ular capacity of the people to rule themselves 
far beyond the point which originally seemed 
possible to the ener len of popular goverr- 
ment. 


Great Changes May Come. 

Nevertheless, we must not delude our- 
selves with the idea that the American ex- 
periment of government has ended or that 
our task is accomplished, Our political sys- 
tem has proved successful under simple con- 
dition’. It still remains to be seen how it 
will stand the strain of the vast complica- 
on of the Ife upon which we now are enter- 
ing. It remains to be seen whether the 
democracy will be willing to continue the 
present methods of government, or whether, 
with their continually increasing realization 
of their own power, the people will change the 


old methods of government along such lines 


as foreshadowed by the proposals for an 
initiative and referendum—proposals that 
would substitute a direct democratic action 
for_representative government, as represen- 
tative government was substituted for abso- 


- lute monarchical control. 


Modern democracy simply has ingrafted 


| upon the old social system the assertion of the 


right to equal individual opportunity, sothat 
no harrier of birth, caste, or privilege shall 
stand between any man and whatever career 
his ability, industry, and courage entitle him 
to achieve. The socialists, in no negligible 
numbers, demand a reorganization of society 
upon entirely different principles. Limita- 
tions upon the right of private property are 
widely favored. Limitations upon individual 
opportunity are still more widely enforced 
among all that part of the wage workers who 
believe in putting a limit upon the amount 
of work which each workman shall be per- 
mitted to do. 


Struggle for Inequality. 

After many centuries of struggle for the 
right of equality there is some reason to 
think that mankind now is entering upon a 
struggie for the right of inequality. 

It remains to be seen how democracy will 
work under those new conditions. The com- 
plication of an interdependent life will put 
the power of doing incalculable harm into 
the hands of so many men and combinations 
of men of different occupations that a reali- 
sation of the common interest is absolutely 
essential to the working of the vast machine. 
The mere forcible enforcement of law is in- 
adequate. It is not the fear of the policeman 
or the sheriff that keeps the peace in our 
many cities, It is the self-control of the mil- 
ifons of inhabitants.“ 


Campaign Fund Good Thing. 

Secretary Root declared that the greatest 
educational process in this country occurs 
every four years, when all its citizens turn 
their attention to the discussion of the diffi- 
cult question of government. 

** Doubtless there have been abuses in rais- 
ing and applying campaign funds,“ he said, 
but in the main there is no more useful 
expenditures of money from the public point 
of view than this, which in the last presi- 
dential election, amounted to only about 3% 
cents per capita on one side and probably less 
on the other, for the great bulk of it is applied 
to the political education of voters.”

Would Mean Setting of Building in 
Michigan Avenue. 


\The project of the Commercial club to erect 
an elevated boulevard along Michigan 
avenue, passing directly in front of the 
public Mbrary, was a topic of discussion 
at the monthly meeting of the public library 
board last night. 

James F. Bowers, president of the board 
of directors, said that such an elevation 
would mer the general surroundings and 
the setting of the library, and that the 
library board would fight such plans.

Leeds had been in business for some years, 
his specialty being embalming fluids. So far 
as the police have learned he had no near 
relatives in Chicago except W. C. Hutson, 
2107 Michigan avenue, a half-brother.

BEQUESTS MADE BY GERMAN 
TO STUDENTS IN CHICAGO. 


Part of Victor Weissker’s Estate Goes 
to University and Art Institute if 
His Widow Remarries. 


The will of Victor Weissker, who died 
March 26 at Dresden, Germany, leaving a 
$90,000 estate, provides liberally for the 
widow, Louise Weissker, who lives at the 
Hyde Park hotel, but if she remarries, half 
the estate will go to other beneficiaries. 

After Mrs. Weissker's death, or her remar- 
riage, $22,000 of the estate will go to the 
Art institute of Chicago, to be held in trust 
and the income is to be given to the most tal- 
ented and deserving student who graduates 
from the institute. The student is to use the 
money in studying abroad. Each traveling 
scholarship shall be for two years, and shall 
bear the name of the donor. After fifty years 
the trustees have the right to abolish the 
scholarship and to use the fund for the pur- 
chase of works of art. 

Under similar conditions $25,000 is be- 
queathed to the University of Chicago as a 
perpetual fund, the income to be used for 
scholarships and fellowships, and for the 
support of students who indicate ability of 
high order in the particular department or 
departments in which they work. °

ROMANCE HAS SORRY END, 


HOSPITAL INTERNE IS ACCUSED OF 
PERFIDY AND LARCENY. 


Dr. Ralph A. Fenton Said to Have 
Fled the City After Discovery Was 
Made That He Had Stolen Surgical 
Instruments and Had Promised to 
Marry Two Different Women—Miss 
Anna Scanlon, a Nurse, Makes the 
Charges Against Him. 


Promises to marry two women and a will- 
ingness to equip himself for practice from the 
stores of the hospital brought to an abrupt 
ending a romance between Dr. Ralph A. 
Fenton, an interne, and Miss Anna Scanlon, 
chief nurse, in the Illinois Charitable Bye and 
Ear infirmary, and made thé young doctor 
liable to a charge of larceny. 

The story came to light yesterday when the 
unseryed warrant issued May 2 by Municipal 
Judge Sadler was returned to the court, 


Both Dr. Fenton and Miss Scanlon had been 
in the hospital for about a year. The grow- 
ing attentions of the young interne to the 
pretty nurse were observed with satisfaction 
by friends and coworkers in the hospital who 
considered Dr. Fenton one of the most com- 
petent internes. Miss Scanlon proved her 
ability by rising to the position of chief 
nurse, 


Double Engagement Revealed. 

In Decemiber Miss Scanlon promised to 
marry Dr. Fenton, in spite of the fact that 
he was divorced and she a Roman Catholic 
and forbidden by her faith to marry a di- 
vorced man. Meanwhile the doctor received 
numerous letters from a woman in Portland, 
Ore., and these caused his flancée to conduct 
a quiet investigation. From a letter she 
learned that Dr. Fenton was also engaged to 
Miss Mabel Copley Smith of Portland. 

About the same time, it is said, Dr. Fen- 
ton confessed to Miss Scanlon that he had 
taken surgical instruments and supplies from 
the hospital to equip himself after he should 
graduate next month, and that he had taken 
the stolen articles to the house of a friend in 
Winnetka. As chief nurse Miss Scanlon had 
charge of the supplies, and she told Dr. Fen- 
ton it was her duty to inform Supt. Charles 
T. Garrard of his peculations. 


Interne Flees; Escapes Arrest. 

The interne plegded that he be allowed to 
return the articles, but after a week, in which 
she worried herself into a state of illness, the 
nurse went to Dr. Garrard and told him of 
the alleged theft, and also of her engagement 
to Dr. Fenton. The interne was asked to re- 
turn the instruments, and then was dis- 
charged. A warrant for his arrest was is- 
sued, but the doctor hurried away and left 
for the Pacific coast before it could be served. 

Dr. Fenton was graduated from Illinois 
Northern Medical school a year ago, and was 
president of his class. He is 27 years old and 
the son of Judge Fenton of Portland, Ore. 
He has two brothers in the same city, and the 
family is said to be one of prominence. Miss 
Scanlon came to this country six years ago 
from Ireland, and has no relatives in this 
country. She was graduated from a Buffalo 
school for nurses about a year anda hailfago, 
and has been in Chicago a year. 


NO SLUSH FUND IN SCHOOLS

The mayor and the aldermen will 
meet at 1 o'clock tn the afternoon at the 
Washington street entrance and go in a body 
to the south side ball park to witness the 
raising of the world’s championship flag. 
There was no reservation as to the weather. 

Ald. Stewart sent in a resolution providing 
that between May 1 and Nov. 1 there be no 
dry street sweeping.” in Chicago, The 
streets must be dampened thoroughly before 
the sweepers get to work, so as to prevent 
the clouds of stifling dust and dirt which 
now accompany this operation. Mr. Stew- 
art asked to have the resolution adopted at 
once, but Ald. Foreman interfered and had 
it sent te the judiciary committee. 


“Dry” Ordinance Is Defective. 

Mayor Busse sent in a veto of an ordinance 
creating a prohibition district in the Thir- 
teenth ward, and the ordinance was sent back 
to the license committee. The veto, however, 
was a department one, the corporation coun- 
sel having discovered that in the ordinance 
the boundaries were not correctly described 
and the ordinance in the form it was passed 
was Valueleses. It was sent to the committee 
for the necessary corrections. 

An ordinance for a prohibition district in 
the territory bounded by Kedzie, Wellington, 
and Spaulding avenues, and George street 
also wae sent to the committee. 

Ald. Bihl put in a plea for better transporta- 
tion for residents of the Thirty-third ward. 
It was sent to the local transportation com- 
mittee, 

An amendment to the present ordinances 
drawn by Ald. Fulton which ‘would prohibit 
the existence of a hospital within 250 feet of 
a school or school property was sent to 
the health committee on the demand of Chair- 
man Herlihy of that committee. 

Ald. Bennett had the appropriation bill 
amended so as to separate the item $75,000 
for “ miscellaneous and legal expenses for 
the board of local improvements. As it stands 
now the bill provides $56,000 for salaries and 
$19,000 for legal miscellaneous expenses. It 
was under thie last item the expert real 
estate witnesses’ employed by the board 
were paid, and their fees exceeded $35,000 a 
year. The idea is to make a change in this 
manner of spending the city money. 

City Accepts Osborn Shield. 

The shield bequeathed to Chicago by the 
will of Gen. Thomas O. Osborn was formally 
accepted.

CONSTITUTIONAL PARTY WINS 
NEW VICTORY. 


Adoption of Resolution of Censure for 
Action of Dramh¢ad Court Martial 
on Interpellation of Government— 
Violently Worded Statement of 
Revolutiohary Group Voted Down— 
War Minister Defends Policy of 
Cabinet—Judicial Murder Charged. 


. ST. PETERSBURG, n The constitu- 
tional democrats today won another victory 
over the more violent ¢lements in the lower 
house of parliament by passing their own 
resolution of vensure for courts martial on an 
interpellation of the government, The consti- 
tutional party secured the rejection of more 
sharply worded resolutions introduced by the 
social democrats and social revolutionists. 
When the sittings of the lower house were 
resumed this morning, after the Russian 
Easter recess, an interpellation of the gov- 
ernment on the execution of the four men at 
Moscow was taken up, The men were tried 
by drumhead court martial for making an at- 
tack on a policeman ard were sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Gen. Hoersthelman, the 
governor general of Moscow, cariceled the 


sentence of the court and caueed the men to 
be tried again, with the result that r were 


condemned to death. 


In Government’s Mete 


War Minister Rudiger and Minister of 
Justice Chtcheglovitoff defended the govern- 
ment and M. Maklakoff, the constitutional 
democratic leader in the lower house, main- 
tained that the men were the victims of 
judicial murder. 

The war minister pointed out that the facts 
were incorrectly given in the interpellation. 
Instead of the policeman being slightly in- 
jured in a drunken frolic, he was mortally 
wounded and his sword and rifle were carried 
off as trophies. The war minister attempted 
to establish the legality of Gov. Gen. Hoersch- 
elman’s action in candeling the first sentence 
of a drumhead court martial. 

The minister’s arguments were attacked 
by M. Maklakoff, constitutional democratic 
leader. of the lower house, who cited provi- 
sions of the law prohibiting any revision of 
the sentences of drumhead courts martial. M. 
Maklakoff maintained that the four men, 
however grave their offenses, were by the 
convocation of the second drumhead court 
martial the victims of judicial murder. 

M. Chtcheglovitoff’s speech in support of 
Gov. Gen. Hoerschelrnan’s action was inter- 
rupted by ironical laughter. 


Motion of Censure Carries. 


The constitutional democrats then moved 
that the ministerial explanations clearly es- 
tablished the fact that Gov. Hoerschelman 
had exceeded his powers in canceling the 
first sentence, and that, therefore, he should 
de tried for illegally causing the death of 
the four men. This motion was carried, 
while resolutions introduced by the social 
democrats: and social revolutibnists, de- 
nouncing the authorities in bitter words, 
were defeated. 

The government introduced a large number 
‘of new bills, including one appropriating 
$23,000,000 for the payment of the Japanese 
bill for the, e of the Russian pris- 
oners of war. 


“BOO” MARLOWE AND SOTHERN. 


London Gallery Gods Express Disap- 
proval of Americans’ Portrayal 
of King ö VIII. 


LONDON, May 18. ul Marlowe and E. 
H. Sothern had their baptism of fire to- 
night when they were called before the cur- 
tain of the theater where they are playing 
and were hooted and “ booed.” 

The British audience resented their real- 
istic portrayal of Henry VIII. in an Amer- 
ican play. It was the first presentation of 
“When Knighthood Was in Flower.“ King 
Henry appears in the last act as a jovial but 
undignified monarch. ’ 

The part was only slightly exagge ra ted 
from the historical traditions, but the gal- 
lery gods did not know that, and manifested 
some disapproval during the act. After the 

curtain went down the two visiting stars 
were called out and “ booed” lustily by the 
gallery, while the better part * the audi- 
ence applauded.

Barnstael is of good appearance and soon 
after his arrival in Munich he made the ac- 
quaintance of a young girl of good family and 
social position. After they became engaged 
Barnstael, it is said, managed to get from his 
flancée $16,250 for the purpose, he is alleged 
to have declared, of depositing it In a bank. 

He disappeared with the money and went 
to Zurich, where he posed as a millionaire, as 
Charles Gouta Francisco. The German po- 
lice, cotperating with the Zurich officers, 
established the identiy of Francisco with 
that of the missing Barnstael. 

When arrested Barnstael had $12,250 in his 
possession. 


BALK PLOP TO SLAY KING? 


Bomb Explosion at on at Ponte Lagoscuro 
Causes Belief Attempt on Life of 
Italian Ruler Was Planned. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May 138.—A dispatch from Rome 
says that a bomb was exploded today at 
Ponte - Lagoscuro, near Ferrara. Three 
children were wounded. A man named An- 
toni, supposed to have been the bearer of the 
bomb, was arrested. The royal train from 
Venice was due to pass Ponte Lagoscuro 
four minutes after the explosion. Antoni's 
appearance and his refusal to explain his 
presence occasioned the belief that he in- 
tended to make an attempt on the king’s life. 
The train was stopped on the middle of the 
bridge over the river Po, just outside of the 
Ponte Lagoscuro station. It is believed the 
police were warned at the last moment and 
caused the train to be stopped. 


HOLDS UP OFFICIAL MESSAGES. 


| Commander of San Pedro Reads and De- 


lays in Transmission Telegrams 
to American Naval Officers. 


PUERTO CORTEZ, May 7, via New Or- 
leans, May 18.—Commander Fullam of the 
United States gunboat M@rietta has had an- 
other unpleasant experience with Central 
American administrative methods. This is 
the tampering with his official telegrams by 
a Honduran commander. 

Commander Fullam had been given orders 
that the American marines be withdrawn 
from San Pedro. On the day the troops were 
to leave he learned that Manuelito Bonilla, 
commander at San Pedro, had been reading 
his telegrame and delaying their transmis- 
gion until it suited him to forward them. 

The result was that instead of withdraw- 
ing the marines Commander Fullam lett 
them in the interior. 


TURKISH VILLAGE IS ENGULFED. 


Destruction of Town and Death of In- 
habitants Attributed to Vol- 
canic Upheaval. 


VIENNA, May 18.—It is reported here from 
Sarayevo, Bosnia, that the Turkish village 
of Mustajbasie, consisting of thirty houses 
and situated on a hill, was suddenly en- 
gulfed last Sunday night, presumably as a 
result of volcanic disturbances. Several of 
the inhabitants of the village perished, the 
remainder escaping by flight. 


Many Victims of Landslide. 
GENEVA, May 13.—A landslide at the vil- 
lage of Kiemsbach has destroyed a number 
of houses, killing three persons and injuring 
many others. 


TIRES OF HER NOBLE HUSBAND. 


Baroness von Eckhardstein Asks Ju- 
dicial Separation—He Retaliates 
by Asking Divorce in Berlin. 


LONDON, May 13.—Baroness von Pek- 
hardstein, daughter of the late Sir J. Blundell] 
Maple, has sued her hueband here for judicial 
separation, alleging statutory grounds. 

He has retaliated by bringing an action in 
Berlin for absolute divorce for the reason 
that his wife would ismiss her medical 
adviser, „

DICK GALLS OFF MEETING. 


OHIOAN EXPLAINS HIS ACTION 
HAS BEEN MISUNDERSTOOD. 


In Statement Announcing Postpone- 
ment of Conference of Party Leaa- 
ers on Ohio Politics State Chairman 
Proclaims That He Was Actuated 
Solely by Desire to Restore Har- 
mony and Denies He Wanted Any 
“Deal” Made or Ratified. 


Akron, O., May 18.—United States Senator 
Charles Dick, chairman of the republican 
state executive committee, tonight issued a 
statement calling off the order for a con- 
ference at Columbus on Wednesday of mem. 
ber: of the state central committee, repub- 
lican members of congress, county chairmen, 
state officers, and republican leaders dener- 
ally. 

After announcing that the call and its with- 
drawal were both issued by him on his own 
responsibilliiy, Senator Dick's statement 
says in part: 

The conference was called with no pur- 
pose of ratifying any deal, bargain, or com- 


promise, for there wae none, but to secure 


party harmony and unity of purpose among 


the republicans of Ohio, and to allay party 
strife and contention. 


Says Harmony Was Aim. 

“ This, it was believed, could be done by a 
full, frank, and considerate exchange of 
opinion in so representative a gathering, 
and finally the adoption of some public ex- 
pression, voicing as nearly as might be the 
ascertained sentiment of Ohio republicans, 

“There was no intention of assuming to 
do more than to recommend united action 
and effort among Ohio republicans and no 
purpose to attempt to dictate or even in- 
dorse, or still less nominate the party choice 
or candidates. It was never meant to have 
the conference assume the functions of the 
state convention or encroach upon any 
rights or privileges of individual republicans. 
Nor was it supposed that there would be any 
arbitrary action binding the great body of 
republicans and no such action was contem- 
plated. ; ; 
Cannot See Peace Signs. 

The purpose of this meeting has been 
misunderstood by some and misrepresented 
by others, and thus it has met with some op- 
position and disfavor, and in other cases an- 
imosity. Therefore, having become con- 
vinced that the desired restoration of com- 
plete party hormony through unanimity of 
action by such a conference would be im- 
possible at this time, I postpone the meeting 
indefinitely.”’

Rational Pleasures to Be Afforded 


Them and Canteen May 
Be Restored. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May PB yng 
More than 10,000 men deserted from 
army and navy of the United States 5 
year, Of this number 6,258 left the land 
service without permission and 3,998 aban- 
doned their warships. That is to say, & 
force sufficient to form seven regiments of 
infantry and to man six first class battle- 
ships declined to continue to wear the uni- 
form of tho government. 

It is a condition of affairs so alarming that 
it has received the earnest consideration of 
the president and the secretaries of war and 
the navy and caused the adoption of a more 
considerate attitude toward enlisted men. 

Fighting efficiency,’’ which is the sole 
purpose of the military and naval policy of 
the administration, is to be interpreted in a 
new way. Besides training men to handle 
their weapons effectively, it is proposed to 
give them an additional incentive for im- 
provement and for remaining in the service 
by providing, in a more satisfactory way, for 
their well being, to be lenient in punishing 
their faults, and to give them every oppor- 
tunity to enjoy rational pleasures. In a 
word, it is the happiness of the enlisted man 


which hereafter will be one of the prime 
considerations of the administration. 


Re-enlistments Are Few. 


The seriousness of the situation ig ac- 
centuated by the fact that the number of re- 
enlistments is so small, The number of en- 
listments in the navy last year wae 18,418, of 
which only 2,218 were reénlistments. The 
army accepted 15,134 recruits and retnlisted 
8,849 veterans. This means that both the 
army and the navy are constantly dealing 
with the problem of training new men, which 
produces more or less demoralization and in- 
ability to reach the high standard of efficiency 
which the foreign services have attained. 

The government is put to great expense in 
educating a man to be an efficient soldier or 
eailor, and the money practically is wasted if 
he deserts, or even if he works out his first 
enlistment and declines to re&nter the serv- 
ice. There would not be so much objection to 
this, however, if the army and avy could 
obtain sufficient men to fill up thé ranks. It 
is with the greatest difficulty that the war de- 
partment is able to find sufficient recruits to 
maintain the army at the low limit of 60,000 
fixed by the president. The navy department 
frankly admits it cannot make enough en- 
listments to meet the needs of the service, and 


send it ig 4,000 short of the strength fixed by 
aw. 


Causes of Desertions. 


The causes of this situation practically are 
the same in both services. Compleints are 
made because the pay is so small, especially 
when compared with wages paid for ordi- 
nary day labor, and because of the attitude 
of many officers toward the men under their 
command. The men also allege that they are 
required to do more practice work than they 
require; that they are compelled to get up 
in the morning at an unearthly hour and to 
retire ridiculously early; that they are re- 
quired to engage in practice marches, in the 
case of the army, or to participate in maneu- 
vers, in the case of the navy—which are all 
well enough up to a cértain point, but which 
become wearisome through reiteration. 

No objection is made to the food, but the 
amount is insufficient, and the refusal of con- 
gress to permit the sale of beer and Nght 
wines in canteens on military reservations 
and warships particularly is objectionable 
to men who, before enlistment, enjoyed the 
freedom of American citizens. 

The matter of inferiority also i@galling to 
the men. Unfortunately, many officers im- 
press upon the men the fact that they dre 
far beneath them, though before the officer 
passed through West Point he came prob- 
ably from the same stratum of society. The 
men resent the humiliations to which they 
are subjected, and prefer to be their own 
masters and to live not so well outside of the 
services than they do as enlisted men, 


Want Canteen Re-established. 


It is, of course, impossible for the admin- 
istration to authorize the establishment of 
canteens, but it is proposed again to submit 
the matter to congress at the next session 
and to urge that authority be given for the

CAPT. VOGKE'S LIFE ENDS 


OLD LAWYER AND JOURNALIST 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Heart Disease the ‘Cause—He Took to 
Bed Only Last Thursday—Born in 
ad. ee and Resident of Chicago 
More than Half Century—As Men- 

ber of Legisiature Author of the 
Burnt Record Law—Widow and Six 
Children Survive.

William Vocke, lawyer and journalist, died- 
last evening at 6 o'clock at the family reat- 
dence, 520 La Salle avenue, from heart dis- 
ease. He had been in poor health for some: 
time, but attended his business affaire and 
did not consider himself ill until last Thurs- 
day, when he was compelled to take to his 
bed 


Capt. Vocke was born in Minden, West- 
phalia, Germany, on April 4, 1830, and landed 
in New York in 1856. A year later he eet- 
tled in Chicago and obtained employment as 
a newspaper carrier. When the civil war 
broke out he enlisted as a private in the 
Twenty-fourth Illinois infantry and was mue- 
tered out of the service at the cloge of the 
war as captain of Company K. 

Subsequently he became city editor and 
then an editorial writer on the Staata-Zel- 
tung. De Se ee ee te ant Lee 

and during his four years’ service 
studied law and was admitted to practice. 
In 1870 he was elected a member of the legis- 
lature, previous to which time he had been a 
member of the board of education. Capt. 
Vocke was an active republican and one of 
the leading German campaign orators. 


Writer of Historical Sketches. 

Despite the fact that his later years were 
taken up mostly with the practice of law. 
he kept in close touch with literary men and 
affairs, and was noted as a writer ef histori- 
cal sketches especially those pertaining to 
the doings of the Loyal Legion, with which he 
was identified. 

As a member of the legislature he was the 
author of the Burnt Record law.“ Under 
it those who lost deeds to property through 
the great fire of 1871 were privileged to eatab- 
lish proof of their holdings and after a term 
of years thie proof became conclusive and 
then full title was given by the court. 

Capt. Vocke lost all hie posseasions in the 
fire, but later accumulated considerable 
wealth. At the time of his death he owned 
a large tract near Chicago Heights and also 
other property in Cook county. 


Widow and Six Children Survive. 


He was married in 1867. The surviving 
members of the family are Mra Elizabeth 
Wahl Vocke, his widow, four daughters and 
two sons. They are Mrs. Olivia Bopp, wife 
of Franz Bopp, German consul at San Fran- 
cisco; Mre. Fredia Doak, wife of D. P. Doak, 
president, of the Pan-American railway, of 
Klamath Falls, Ore.; Mrs. Bisa MoMynn, 
wife ef John C. McMynn of Chicago; Mrs. 
Bella Bird wife of T. A. Bird a newspaper 
man of Chicago; Fred Vocke of Chicago, and 
Willdam Vocke of Oklahoma.

The age of miracles is past. It is 
scarcely to be expected that the traction 
companies should introduce in a month all 
the reforms that are expected of them. 
The election was held April 2, and Mayor

was uncertain whether the traction ordl- 
nances would be approved by the people 
and the franchises of the companies be 
extended on the rather hard terms con- 
tained in them.

King Oscar and Queen Sophia are prepar- 
ing to celebrate their golden wedding a few 
weeks hence—namely: on June 6, and a few 
days previously the aged monarch will re- 
sume for a brief spell the reins of govern- 
ment, which, owing to his recent illness, have 
been for some time past in the hands of his 
eldest son, the crown prince. The king is in 
such frail health, owing to his advanced age, 
that immediately after the celebration he will 
resign once more the executive power to 
his son and heir. 

It is Just on account of the feeble condition 
of the king that the festivities in honor of 
his golden wedding will be of a modified 
character, and, although there will be a 
number of royal visitors from abroad, the 
duke and duchess of Connaught represzent-

The king and queen were married on the 
6th of June, 1857, at Wiesbaden, the queen 
being a daughter of the sovereign, Duke WiI!- 
fam of Nassau, who, thanks to his vast 
wealth derived from the public gambling 
tables which flourished in his capital, Wies- 
baden, was able to give her a big dowry. 
On the whole, their life has been a happy 
one, and there have been few differences, and 
no scandals of any account to mar their half 
a century of matrimony. True, the queen 
has been an invalid much of the time, afflict- 
ed with melancholia, which gave no end of 
trouble té her medical advisers.

Such merit as the performance possesses is 
due to the way in which Miss Mannering and 
her company do their work. She herself 
lends the lighter, merrier moods of Betsy 
charm and grace, and in the emotional scene 
| of the third act, while she does not rise to any 
great heights, she does not fail nor offend. 
In the first act, when, as coquette, she tor- 
ments and tickles all the beaux who flock 
about her, she is especially captivating, and 
her scene of putting on of stockings and shoes 
—she enters on the scene barefoot, being sup- 
posed to have walked a distance to win a 
wager—is skillfully and modestly handled, 
although the authoress bas caused a great 
amount of time to be devoted to the discussing 
of this nonessential caper of Betsy's. The 
second act shows the actress in the same 
capricious moods, although there is a chance 
given her to express resentment and anger. 
The love scene in the arbor is pretty, but con- 
ventional, and the hunt of the entire company 
for the two sweethearts is among the most 
improbable incidents of the entire play.

Total Only 9,840,000 Bushels, as Com- 
pared with 12,800,000 Bushelse in 
the Seven Days Previous—Foreign 
Markets Strong in Accordance with 
Bullish Reports—Corn and Oats Go 
Up in Sympathy with the Princi-~ 
pal Grain and All Show Advances. 


The world’s. wheat statistics for last week 
were surprisingly bullish, which, combined 
with bull reports from Canadian and the 
United States wheat centers, aided in send- 
ing the price above the dollar mark, as is 
described in another part of this paper. 

Total exports of wheat from all countries 
during the week were only 9,840,000 bu, com- 
pared with 12,800,000 bu the previous week 
and. 12,320,000 in the corresponding period 
of last year. The aggregate was held down 
by the unexpectedly light movement from 
Russia and the Danube. Supplies on ocean 
passage showed a decrease of 1,648,000 bu. 

The visible supply statement showed a de- 
crease of 1,863,000 bu, compared to a falling 
off of 777,000 bu last week and 2,495,000 bu 
the similar period in 1906. Primary arrivals 
again footed materially more than those of 
a year ago, the total being 824,000 bu, against 
838,000 bu last year, Duluth and eapolis 
contributing 571 cars to the total, compared 
to only 141 cars the corresponding day last 
year. Clearances at the seaboard were A. 
000 bu wheat and flour. 


All Foreign Markets Strong. 


All of. the foreign markets were strong, 
chiefly on the recent big upturn in this mar- 
ket, the mass of unfavorable advices from 
the domestic and Canadian crop regions and 
the steady inrun of alarming reports con- 
cerning the situation in the leading countries, 
of Europe being the cause, Hungary, Rus- 
sia, and Roumania came forth with mes- 
sages of the sort to lend additional color to 
uneasiness recently born. | 

Liverpool closed 6966 5% higher, Antwerp 
1%@2%c firmer, Paris 2@3\%c stronger, and 
Budapest 8%c higher. To the general sur- 


prise of the trade the Berlin market wound 


up & lower. 

The general cash demand wes brisk in 
this country, prices showing reasonable re- 
pponse to the pace of futures. A big lot of 
No. 2 red winter was sold here to the east 
at 2%c below July. 


Sympathetic Activity in Corn. 


Sympathetic activity was shown in the corn 
market at the start and prices quickly were 
elevated to sharp advances.

“A threatened famine in cotton oil has 
stimulated the lard market,“ said Martin M. 
Schultz, the lard specialist. ‘‘ The most acute 
scarcity which the cotton oil trade has ever 
experienced is now in evidence. Al grades 
of cotton ofl have advanced nearly 100 per 
gallon-in the last two weeks. Even at pres- 
ent abnormal prices, consumers all over the 
world are scrambling for the little oll re- 
maining in this country. This would indicate 
that in midsummer and early fall the com- 
pound makers will have to curtall their opera- 
tions for want of oil. This will be the first 
time in twenty years that lard will be without 
the aggressive competition of the compound 
article. We therefore see no reason why 
lard should not sell considerably higher than 
it did three months ago, when a big cotton 
oil crop was still anticipated. The export 
demand remains poor, but our home con- 
sumption is of such large proportion that it 
easily overcomes the enlarged production 
caused by increased slaughter and weights 
of hogs coming to market.” 


Profit taking on an enormous scale Was 
not sufficient to check the wild buying in 
wheat yesterday, buying orders coming from 
all parts of the country to absorb the offer- 
ings. Between 9,000,000 and 10,000,000 bu 
of long wheat was thrown into the pit, one 
house alone taking profits on about 3,000,000 
bu which had been bought in the 80s.
